SECTION 1.  BE IT ENACTED BY THE COUNTY COUNCIL OF BALTIMORE COUNTY,1

MARYLAND, that Section 13-12-104(b) of Article 13 - Public Health, Safety, and the Environment,2

Title 12 - Distribution of Tobacco Products to Minors, of the Baltimore County Code 2003, be and it3

is hereby repealed and re-enacted, with amendments, to read as follows:4

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§13-12-104. PLACEMENT OF TOBACCO PRODUCTS.1

(b) Exception. This section does not apply to:2

(1)  a tobacconist establishment that engages primarily in the sale of tobacco products other than3

cigarettes, as defined in § 16-101 of the Business Regulation Article of the Maryland Annotated Code,4

which posts a sign at each entrance stating that the establishment is adults only; OR5

(2) ANY OTHER ESTABLISHMENT THAT ENGAGES IN THE INCIDENTAL SALE OF6

TOBACCO PRODUCTS OTHER THAN CIGARETTES, IF THE ESTABLISHMENT POSTS A7

SIGN AT EACH ENTRANCE STATING THAT THE ESTABLISHMENT IS ADULTS ONLY.8

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, that this Act shall take effect 45 days after9

its enactment.10
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
